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North Shore Joins Computer Age 


Science Curriculum Begins 
At Kindergarten 


Peaking the curiosity of young minds, kindergarten teacher Helen Turley 
involves her boys and girls in "blowing like the wind" to spread the seeds 
from a milk weed pod (above). The four and five year olds regularly in¬ 
vestigate the world they live in and what lives there with them. 

All students in Lower School join the scientific searching and un¬ 
derstanding with Charlotte Mars, the Lower and Middle School science 
teacher. To cultivate the children's own innate curiosity, the science program 
is based on the sense of discovery. Flexibility allows the teacher to respond to 
current classroom interests. When the Third Grade was investigating space 
and enjoying the "Star Wars" epidemic, their science included astronomy, 
followed by electricity, and finally led to their making their own UFO's 
which light and buzz.

North Shore boasts a new com¬ 
puter this fall, thanks to a major 
contribution by the Woman's 
Board. 

Senior Clint Roenisch, pictured 
here at one of the three video ter¬ 
minals, is instructed by Eileen 
Donoghue, Chairman of the 
Mathematics Department. 

The computer system is a Digital 
Equipment PDP-1103 with three 
VT50 terminals and an LA36 DEC- 
writer II. A floppy disk provides 
the medium for storage and the 
central processing unit is equipped 
with dual disk drives. The 
operating system, MU BASIC/RT- 
11 is a multiuser BASIC real time 


system, capable of accommodating 
four independent users simul¬ 
taneously. 

Housed in a new computer room 
on the science floor, the computer 
will be used by all mathematics 
students commensurate with the 
specific course, including use by 
Middle School and, in time, by 
Lower School. Other departments 
may also find ways to use the com¬ 
puter to supplement their courses. 

A workshop during Interim 
Week introduced nine students to 
its uses. Those students are now 
qualified computer assistants who 
monitor the use of the computer 
during the school day, working 
directly under Miss Donoghue.

A look at the Declining School Population and its Effect 
on Independent Schools 
by Carol R. Watrous, Director of Admissions 


While educators and public school boards are adjusting budgets to a 
declining school enrollment across the country, what is happening to 
enrollment in independent schools? 

Reports from private day and boarding schools nationwide, according to a 
New York Times article as long as three years ago, indicated that parents 
were becoming disenchanted with the public school system and that in¬ 
dependent schools were routinely turning away 2 to 3 times the number of 
applicants that they accepted. 

NSCDS has reflected this situation. 

"While public schools are experiencing declining enrollments and frozen 
budgets and are cutting back on services, many private schools are enlarging 
their programs." 

NSCDS, with funding from tuition, offers a continually growing 
curriculum rich in the fine arts, including music, drama, and art; physical 
education, including developmental gym for younger students; an interim 
week for older students; and college counseling with one counselor to every 
20-25 students. 

"Enrollment figures alone do not tell the story of the increasing popularity 
of private schools since such schools by their nature hold to fairly stiff 
enrollment ceilings. The real story . . . lies in the growth of application 
rates." 

NSCDS has experienced a notable rise in the number of inquiries about the 
Schools and has a waiting list as well as a "future applicants" list. It is not a 
question of whether or not to admit a particular child so much as a problem 
of which of a list of acceptable candidates to turn down or hold on a waiting 
list. 

"A theoretical argument in favor of private schools that is gaining ground 
holds that a child's elementary and high school years are more important in 
his intellectual and personal development than the college years, when habits 
— good and bad — are fairly well set. For parents wondering how to spend 
limited education dollars, this argument runs, it makes more sense to invest 
in a child's pre-college education to help him or her get more out of an inex¬ 
pensive public college than the child with poor study habits could gain from 
an expensive private college." 

NSCDS offers a caring environment, where students work closely with 
adults and have many opportunities to relate to younger and older students. 
This 'extended family' supports the growing child- and gives him a strong 
sense of his own identity. 


The Admissions Process 

How are students admitted to North Shore? Admissions decisions are 
never made lightly; each candidate is given a great deal of thought and study 
by the Admissions Committee. 

Interviews, References and Transcripts 

The goal of NSCDS admissions procedures is to have the prospective 
student and the School learn as much about each other as possible. 

During the admissions process, the candidate meets Country Day faculty, 
parents and students. Many also have the opportunity to meet with the 
Headmaster or the Assistant Headmaster. Initial personal contact is made 
with the Director of Admissions and the Head of the particular school (Up¬ 
per, Middle, or Lower) for which the candidate is applying. At this time, 
parents who may choose to do so visit with or without their children and 
have a tour of the campus with a parent guide. If application seems ap¬ 
propriate, the decision to apply can be made at this visit. 

For the Upper School, after all application materials have been received by 
the Admissions Office, arrangements are made for the candidate to visit the 
School for a day to get a first-hand sense of the School's life. A student will 
act as host during this visit, including the candidate in his or her classes and 
other activities. In addition, the visit will include an interview with at least 
two members of the Faculty Interviewing Committee. Following this visit, 
the application is submitted to the Admissions Committee for review. 

The admissions pattern for the Middle School is essentially the same as for 
the Upper School, with the candidate attending Middle School classes and 
visiting with Middle School students and faculty. 

A half-day visit is arranged for the Lower School candidate. The applicant 
attends a class at his or her current Grade level, participating in activities 
with the group and working with the teacher independently. The teacher uses 
this opportunity to assess the candidates social and academic performance. 

Evaluation of the Whole Child 

A college preparatory school, NSCDS is highly demanding academically. 
The basic premise in admitting any child is that he or she will be able to do 
the academic work of the school. Therefore, examination of transcripts from 
the previous school is a major factor in determining the eligibility of a can¬ 
didate. 

In the evaluation of a child's records there are certain factors which should 
not be overlooked, however. If there is every indication that a child has the 
potential to succeed but has not achieved up to his abilities, the simple fact of 
a change in environment can often produce a change for the better in a 
student's performance. Small classes, small faculty-student ratios and an in¬ 
dividualized and caring atmosphere, all very often help to motivate a student 
with inherent ability to perform up to his capabilities. 

It is the faculty task to encourage each student to the most ambitious 
development of his talents, to become involved in a wide variety of 
disciplines and experiences. This can be done in a small, private school such 
as NSCDS. The result can be a more self-confident, capable, creative and 
whole human being. 

Admissions is a sensitive and vitally important area. The School's respon¬ 
sibility is to children. In selecting students each year, the School looks for 
evidence of character, ability, and promise, as well as academic preparation. 
It is committed to accepting children with a variety of interests, abilities, 
backgrounds, talents and skills and to challenging and developing them with 
an intellectually stimulating atmosphere. 

NSCDS is always looking for 
strong candidates for whom we can 
provide an exciting alternative. It 
fills a need for those students who 
want and can prosper in a smaller 
situation; it offers a creative, in¬ 
dividualized, and challenging ap¬ 
proach to education. Because of 
an inherent flexibility possible only 
in a private school, NSCDS has 
maintained a high standard in 
college preparation while coping 
with and adjusting to today's 
world. 

Note from the Admissions Office 

In order to be considered for 
openings, a candidate should 
ideally make application during the 
winter before he would enter. 

Places are filled in the Spring 
without reference to the date of ap¬ 
plication or the length of time on a 
waiting list. Early application 
assures completed transcript in¬ 
formation and also avoids the 
possibility that openings may have 
been filled.

The North Shore Country Day 
School is a community experience 
as well as an academic enterprise. 
The School prides itself on being a 
"family school", and that is a valid 
claim. 

The interaction between all 
grades is remarkable. A visitor to 
Morning Ex may be surprised to 
see kindergarteners sitting on the 
laps of seniors. Although this may 
seem the logical reaction to a short¬ 
age of seats in the auditorium, it 
also underscores the value Country 
Day places on school interaction. 
One of the student council com¬ 
mittees is responsible for organizing 
events that bring the school 
together. Work Day was the most 
recent example. 

The smallness of our school is a 
definite advantage. Each class is 
small enough to enable the teacher 
to give individual attention to the 
students. It is inaccurate to say that 
good teacher/student relationships 
are formed; rather, teacher/student. 
friendships are made. Students 
recognize excellent teachers and like 
being able to walk into their offices 
and talk to them about many things 
other than school. When a school 
provides such easy access to its 
teachers, friendships are sure to 
form. 

Progress at North Shore brought 
a new computer this fall which is 
installed in the science floor. It was 
introduced during Interim Week in 
a special workshop for students. In¬ 



terim Week provides an op¬ 
portunity for students to learn 
things that are not offered in or¬ 
dinary school courses. Students use 
the week in special projects, 
workshops, or independent in¬ 
ternships. 

For a small school there are a 
large number of interesting ac¬ 
tivities available. At North Shore a 
student may become involved in as 
many activities as his schedule 
allows. With two activity periods 
during the week as well as after 
school times, students now have 
time for many programs, including 
the newspaper, the yearbook, 
student council, music groups, and 
literary magazine. There are also 
groups like jogging, skiing, chess, 
and coin collecting that surface 
from time to time. 

Space prevents me from 
chronicling further activities and 
aspects of North Shore. I've 
touched upon what seemed to me 
to be the salient characteristics of 
the school and what means the 
most to me.

Four years ago we wrote to ask your help in suggesting names of parents 
and prospective students whom we ought to consider as we prepare for the 
intensive period of our enrollment and admissions activity.
